a Wild Beaft, while he was Skulking in the Woods 
and Lamenung the Murther of his Brother 4}e/, 
Lamech therefore toappeafe his Wives thews them 
that the Murther he had committed was not pre- 
meditated bur accidental ; and therefore there was 
no great Danger to be feared. For if the Punith.

{n dniwer to a Queftion in our laft, we 
mis‘d co proceed. in this: to give Ihftructions. for 
Painting Priats on Glats, Fiatind gorte through 
the Preparation of the Prints, we fha!! now pro- 
ceed to colouring. But it is neceffary firft to 
give fome Account of the {evera! Colours, which 
will be of confequence to the Learner. You muft 
oblerye which are the greatejt Body’d Colours 
and which the {mallett, for the teat Touch of 
the firft will tinge more White than a large Quane 
tity of the Jaft ; fo that fhould you ar firft add tog 
great a Quantity of ihe greater Body’d Colours 
you woud waft a great deal of the ovher, be. 
fore you brought ir co your defire, The greareft 
Body‘d ground in Oil, are in Order thus , Indian. 
Red, Umper, Ivory Black, Burnt Caker = and 
the fimalleft Budy’d lTerravert, Lake and the 
Pinks. Of the Powder, Vermilion, Orpmenr 
Mafticoar and the imalleft Smalr. Sone of thefe 
Colours are chiefly uted for Giazing, to lay it 
thin on, or Garments, and another Colour upon 
ir, as we fhall hereafrer flew, The Oils are 
ufed with the Colours thus, put drying Oil to 
Ivory-Black, Bone-Black, Terravert, Indian Red, 
Oaker, and rhe reft, except Umber, White and 
Smalt, but this is only when they are fimply ufed, 
or with one another for Drapery, Shades, &e, 
Bur when ever White comes among them, forbear 
the drying Oi', which would fou! the Colours. 
The Whire moft be mixt vo with Nut Oil, and 
Smalr muft be reniper’d with Varnith, 

For the Face, firft lay oo your Pallate. a quanti- 
ty of Whire, lay a litle afide, then (if for a fair 
Complection) add only atirtle burnt Oaker, it 
fora fwarthy, a little yellow Oaker alfo, and jay 
a little afide ; then more Rea: Por the Lips and 
Blufhes in the Cheeks, add Vermelion, for the 
deep part of the Lips, Vermelion and Lake with- 
out White. For Light Shades add to the lighteft 
of the Colours you imixt betore, foms Sma!r and 
yellow and burnt Oaker; for the greareit Shadows 
more Yellow Oker; tor the Blewith more {male, 
always as yon make them deeper, add barnt 
Oker to give 2 warm glowing Colour, in deep 
fhadows ler their be Yellow, Burnr Oaker, Smale 
or Blew-Black whithour White, for White, in 
in deep fhapes makes them look bold and Grey- 
ith, For Hair mix Whire, Yellow Oker, burnt 
Oker, Blew Black, and for Darker Hair, lefs 
Whire, in Shades of Curles and other dark Shades, 
letthere be a governnig Red, of burnt Oker, which 
will rake off the cold Colour the Pring gives. To 
begin to Paint the Face, firf pur on the lighteft 
touches on the Nofe, Forehead, Eyes, &c. they 
the next Degrees till you come to the deepeft Reds 
and Shades: All rhe forefaid Colours muft be put 
on, with pointed Pencils, when the Colours are 
all on, with a White Fitch, mov’d up and down 
and lightly each way, foften one Colour into a- 
nother, having a great Care how you drive the ex- 
treme Lights inzo roo deep Parcs and fo on the 
contrary 
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For the Drapery, where yon would make a 
Be-atifal Red, Firft touch the Acights with Ver- 
mejion and White, then ftrike ic afl over wich 
Lake, the firft being dry, cover it over with Ver 
melion. Let che Yellows in like manner be touchd 
with light Pink and Whue, then giazd with deep 
Pink, after touch the fhades with burnt Oker, and 
latly, cover ic over with Mafticor, “Orhers you 
may Paint wita Mafticoc and White in the Lights, 
Malticoc only in che nexc degree, and migt with 
deep Pink after: by frequent mixing on the Pallat 
the divers Colours, you will difcover all you can 
defire, both in Drapery, Landskips and ail other 
things, but for Blews, firft couch the Lighrs with 
Smaltand White, when dry, glaze it [everal times 
with Smalt, and each time being dry, pac Whice 
behind all. In general obferve in all Shadows to 
put confiderable Red, which will give Warmth 
and Beaury, after a little Praftice, all forts of Co- 
lonring vill come on with much Facility, by the 
afsrefaid Rules, fo chat you will foon be Mafter 
of this Ais.
